Sir: 

Applicant files this Application for Patent Term Adjustment under 37 CFR §1 .705(d), 
requesting reconsideration of the patent term adjustment (PTA) determination for U.S. Patent 
No. 7,223,741 (the "'741 Patent"). Applicant provides, below, a statement of the facts involved, 
specifying the correct PTA and the basis under 37 CFR §1 .702 for the adjustment, the relevant 
dates for which the adjustment is sought, and the adjustment to which the patent is entitled. 



1. On May 9, 2007, the United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) mailed 3 
Applicant an Issue Notification and Determination of Patent Term Adjustment (Exhibit 1) for. 
U.S. Patent No. 7,223,741, which indicated that the '741 Patent was entitled to a patent term i 
adjustment of 4 1 1 days. ! 
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Art Unit 1633 



2. According to the Patent Term Adjustments page (Exhibit 2) on the Patent Application 
Information Retrieval (PAIR) system, the USPTO accorded the '741 Patent a patent term 
adjustment of 580 days for delays that occurred at the USPTO and reduced the PTA by 169 days 
for delays that Applicant allegedly incurred. 

3. The Patent Term Adjustments page indicates that 1 14 days of the 169-day reduction of 
PTA was allegedly due to Applicant filing 3 papers following the Notice of Allowance. 

4. According to the Patent Term Adjustments page on PAIR, the USPTO reduced the 
PTA of the '741 Patent by 8 days because Applicant filed a "Miscellaneous Incoming letter," 
which the USPTO received on February 5, 2007. 

5. The Miscellaneous Incoming letter was a written "Summary of Examiner Interview" 
(Exhibit 3), which documented the substance of a phone call that Applicant received from the 
Examiner. 

6. Following the phone call, the Examiner prepared an Interview Summary on Form 

PTOL-413 (Exhibit 4) which indicated that agreement had been reached with respect to claims 

60 and 61. The Interview Summary, which accompanied the Notice of Allowance, expressly 

requested that Applicant file a statement of the substance of the interview: 

THE FORMAL WRITTEN REPLY TO THE LAST OFFICE ACTION 
MUST INCLUDE THE SUBSTANCE OF THE INTERVIEW. (See MPEP 
Section 713.04). If a reply to the last Office action has already been filed, 
APPLICANT IS GIVEN A NON-EXTENDABLE PERIOD OF THE LONGER 
OF ONE MONTH OR THIRTY DAYS FROM THIS INTERVIEW DATE, OR 
THE MAILING DATE OF THIS INTERVIEW SUMMARY FORM, 
WHICHEVER IS LATER, TO FILE A STATEMENT OF THE SUBSTANCE OF 
THE INTERVIEW. 

See Form PTOL-413 (emphasis in original). 

7. According to 37 CFR §1.704(c)(10), submission of "an amendment under 37 CFR 
§ 1 .3 12 or other paper after a notice of allowance has been given or mailed" may cause a 
reduction in PTA, depending on the nature of the "other paper." 
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8. The MPEP 2700-21 (8 m ed, Aug. 2006) indicates that "[c]ertain papers filed after 
allowance are not considered to be a failure to engage in reasonable efforts to conclude 
processing or examination of an applicationf,]" including fee transmittals, power of attorney, 
power to inspect, change of address, change of status, a response to the examiner's reasons for 
allowance, and letters related to government interests. 

9. Although not specifically included in the list of papers that are not considered to be a 
failure to engage in reasonable efforts to conclude processing or examination of an application, 
Applicant's submission of the Summary of Examiner Interview is similar to the submission of a 
response to the examiner's reasons for allowance, and therefore should not trigger a PTA 
reduction under 37 CFR §1.704(c)(10). 

10. Like a response to the examiner's reasons for allowance, Applicant filed the 
Summary in response to a paper (Form PTOL-413) in which the Examiner commented on 
substantive discussions that led to the allowance of certain claims. In addition, like a response to 
the examiner's reasons for allowance, Applicant's submission of the Summary was filed prior to 
the payment of the issue fee and did not require any action on the part of the USPTO. Since the 
Summary is similar to a response to the examiner's reasons for allowance, the PTA should not be 
reduced by 8 days. 

1 1 . Furthermore, Applicant's submission of the Summary of Examiner Interview should 
not result in a reduction of PTA under 37 CFR §1 .704(c)(8) because the Summary falls under an 
express exception to the rule. According to 37 CFR § 1.704(c)(8), submission of a "supplemental 
reply other than a supplemental reply or other paper expressly requested by the Examiner" will 
cause a reduction in PTA (emphasis added). 

12. Applicant's submission of the Summary of Examiner Interview falls under the 
exception to the reduction of PTA because Applicant filed the Summary in response to receipt of 
Form PTOL-413 from the examiner, which expressly requested that Applicant file a statement of 
the substance of the interview. Since Applicant's filing of the Summary of Examiner Interview 
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falls under the exception to the reduction of PTA under 37 CFR § 1.704(c)(8), the PTA should 
not be reduced by 8 days. 

13. According to the Patent Term Adjustments page on PAIR, the USPTO also reduced 
the PTA of the '741 Patent by 48 days due to a Request for Foreign Priority, which the USPTO 
received on February 13, 2007. 

14. Applicant did not file a Request for Foreign Priority or any other paper that the 
USPTO received on February 13, 2007. After filing the Summary of Examiner Interview, which 
the USPTO received on February 5, 2007, the next paper which Applicant filed was the Request 
for PTA Reconsideration, which the USPTO entered on February 26, 2007. 

15. Applicant submits that the entry in PAIR of the Request for Foreign Priority was an 
error on the part of the USPTO. Accordingly, the USPTO should not have reduced the PTA of 
the '741 Patent by48 days. 

16. According to the Patent Term Adjustments page on PAIR, the USPTO also reduced 
the PTA of the '741 Patent by 58 days due to submission of Drawings which the USPTO 
received on April 2, 2007. 

17. On March 20, 2007, the USPTO mailed a request for corrected drawings (Exhibit 5). 
Applicant responded to that request by submitting a copy of drawings that were of record in 
parent patent application 08/960774, which has issued as U.S. Patent No 6,239,1 16 (Exhibit 6). 

18. Applicant submits that the submission of Drawings involved only the submission of 
a paper that was of record in the parent application. Accordingly, the PTA of the '741 patent 
should not have been reduced by 58 days. 

19. Furthermore, even if it were proper to reduce the patent term adjustment for 
submission of the Drawings after the Notice of Allowance was mailed, Applicant submits that 
the reduction should have been no more than 22 days.

20. According to 37 CFR §1.704(c)(10), the "[p]eriod of adjustment (credits) shall be 
reduced where applicant submits an amendment under 37 CFR 1 .3 12 or other paper after a notice 
of allowance has been given or mailed, (i) for the period beginning on the date the amendment or 
other paper was filed and ending on the mailing date of the Office action or notice in response to 
the amendment or such other paper; or (ii) 4 months, whichever is less." 

21 . The USPTO received the Drawings on April 2, 2007 and noted in the Patent Term 
Adjustments page on PAIR that the application was "Dispatch[ed] to FDC" on April 23, 2007. 
According to the "Glossary" (Exhibit 7) published on the USPTO website, "FDC" refers to 
"Final Data Capture," which means that "[o]nce the fee, any correspondence, and/or drawings 
are matched with the application and all requirements have been met for issuance as a patent, the 
application is then forwarded to the Final Data Capture (FDC) stage of the process. An "Issue 
Notification" would be the next step in the processing of a patent and is mailed approximately 3 
weeks prior to the issue date of the patent" 

22. Applicant submits that the Dispatch to FDC serves as the "mailing date of the Office 
action or notice in response to the amendment or such other paper" under 37 CFR §1.704(c)(10), 
and therefore, any reduction of PTA should be at most 22 days — the period between the 
USPTO's receipt of the Drawings on April 2, 2007 and the indication in PAIR that the 
application was dispatched to FDC on April 23, 2007. 

23. A terminal disclaimer was not filed in this case and the '741 Patent is not subject to a 
terminal disclaimer. 
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Conclusion 

Applicant provided, above, a statement of the facts involved, specifying the correct patent 
term adjustment and the basis under 37 CFR §1 .702 for the PTA, relevant dates for which the 
adjustment is sought, and the adjustment to which the patent is entitled. Applicant has also 
indicated that the patent is not subject to a terminal disclaimer. 

In view of the fact that: 1) the Summary of Examiner Interview is analogous to a 
response to the examiner's reasons for allowance and was filed in response to an express request 
by the Examiner in Form PTOL-413; 2) the filing of the Foreign Priority Document was an error 
in the USPTO records and was not a true submission; and 3) the filing of the Drawings 
constituted a submission that was of record in the parent application, Applicant submits that the 
PTA of the '741 Patent should not have been reduced 1 14 days for actions occurring after the 
Notice of Allowance was mailed. Reduction in PTA of the '741 Patent for actions occurring 
after the Notice of Allowance, if any, should have been at most 22 days — the period between the 
USPTO' s receipt of the Drawings and the date the application was dispatched to FDC. 
Applicant respectfully requests correction of the PTA from 41 1 days to 525 days or to 503 days. 

Applicant submits the fee of $200.00 for filing an application for patent term adjustment 
as set forth in 37 CFR §1.1 8(e). If there is an additional fee occasioned by this application and 
request that is not covered by an enclosed check, please charge any deficiency to Deposit 
Account No. 23/2825.
